STUTE UNIVERSITY 
CLASS I R K BEGINS 


Enrollm ent for 1916-1917 Session A l­ 
ready 5,000— Average Yearly 
Increase 10 Per cent. 


(By Associated Press) 
Austin, Texas, Oct. 2.—Class work 
for the thirty-fourth session of 
the 
U niversity 
of 
Texas begins 
today. 
W ith the induction Into office of Dr 
Robert E. Vinson on November 29th. 
the I nlversity of Texas will 
be 
al­ 
m ost one-third of a century old. 
The 
attendance of individual students 
in 
all branches of the university for the 
session ju st passed was 4,210. 
Begin­ 
ning w ith the session of 1883-94, the 
university has enjoyed a steady, con­ 
tinuous grow th, and the attendance 
at the present session Is slightly un­ 
der 5,000. 
For a num ber of years the 
average annual increase in the stu ­ 
dent body has been IO per cent. 
Dur­ 
ing the past year, however, the en­ 
rollm ent of students taking 
college 
course by correspondence has Increas­ 
ed 25 per cent, and the sum m er school 
enrollm ent 17 per cent. 
The total en­ 
rollm ent in the sum m er school for the 
term ju st closed was 1,477 students, 
1,257, or 85 per cent, of this num ber 
being teachers in the public schools 
of Texas. 
A four year course in m echanical 
engineering is this year offered for 
the first tim e. 
O ther recently estab­ 
lished schools which are growing and 
prosperous, according to the 
school 
authorities, are the school of journal­ 
ism, architecture, 
business training, 
domestic science and music. Through 
the generosity of Colonel George A. 
B rackenridge of San Antonio a num ­ 
ber of young women 
who 
wish 
to 
study architecture are given scholar­ 
ships in the university 
which 
pay 
$250 
annually. 
O ther 
scholarships 
varying in am ount from $50 to $300 
are each year aw arded to highly mer- 
itorium young people. 
Being asked for a statem ent of his 
policy. President Vinson said: " It is 
my hope th a t for a num ber of years 
we will have a period of intensive de­ 
velopm ent in the university, during 
which tim e the schools already inau- 
gurated»w lll be developed to a high 
standard. 
Such a plan I hope to see 
followed rath er than, at least with our 
present Income, seeking to bring in 
more new schools.” 
A nother m atter which will have the 
serious consideration of the regents 
at their next m eeting will be the prop­ 
osition to establish m ilitary training 
in the U niversity of Texas.
